litsvo that, when the}* do, they rost in sorno 
river or bay for a tow hours during the day. 
Thov s<K?m to know, even in tho darkest 
night, u-heii they are over a river.

sho^'ii oneo. in a wild November nigiic of 
storm and .sleet, ivhen a Hock of t,hose great 
birds, tlnding their wings laden with Uie ica 
that froze upon them, descended with great 
clamor into tbu Park river in Harrford, jnst 
north of tho Ford bridge, where, amid tho . 
missilos of tho attaches of the old jail (which
